My last full day in London was 
special.

My mother and I spent the evening 
at Westminster Abbey, listening to the 
angelic voices of the boys’ choir. I 
found the experience moving and un¬ 
forgettable, sitting near tombs of kings, 
queens and famous people like Will¬
